from St. Louis. I am glad yon ate well and set- 
ting aloof nlosly. 
We arrtreSl at Ponce Bay en Snndajr, but were 

not traii.sferro.l to the iaiid uutll the following 
Wednesday, and you can imaaine bow glad we 
were to set our iset on tena Bnaa. aflsr a voyage 
of nearly two weeks on the water. Ponce U a 
beautiful little city, about the tize of Maysville. 
TiM hones are principally one or one and halt 
Btorlee high, of unt(iue and picturesque coustrnr- 
tlon, that is the better class. The poorer cla.s.s 
arc routeutcd with their little shacks of rough 
b MTds, with no pteientlonaof architecture what- 
ever. The eoetames are very mnch Amortcan, 
and you would be surprised to see so maoh taste 
displayed in thU far-off island. On oar arrival 
In the eity Fonoe, we were greeted with load 
hurrahs of "Porto Rico Americana," by the 
whole popnlaoe, and the citizens tried in every 
way to show their good will and kindness to- 
wards us. But we were not destined to remain 
long at Ponce, as the following day we com- 
menced oar nareh aoraai the island to lay tisee 
to San Juan. 

Taikiug about Kapoleon orosring the Alps, his 
mirch, if I can glean anything from history, is 
not to be compared, at least, Irom the itondpolnt 
of loenery, for I do not think prettier or more 
UDlqne .'ceiiery cxlst-s than that w-hich the eyes 
beheld as we paaied over the mouutains of 
Porto Kleo. It took iu two days to aocompllsh 
six miles, and at their oxplratloi;, wc were com- 
pelled to stack arms and go into camp, as the 
oxen that were hanllng oar ootflmtoiariei gave 
out. We wore coiniielleil to rctualn amidst the 
duuds uuUl a train of pack mules were procured. 
The next day the train was nady, and we eon- 
tlDued oar march until we reached Ad Juutr, 
where we took possession of the Spanish garrison 
after tiring and wounding a few of them: and 
Old Glory was Immediately ran up over the vil- 
lage hall, amidst the wild hacsas of the Nine 
;ejutb. 

We remaiued over Sunday at Ad Junta, and I 
atteuded mass. The ohoreh is oonstrttetod of 
wood, without any benches to sit upon, but still 
it had many Interesting poluu. Uut 1 muiit 
hasten on. as paper here Is worth iti weight in 
gold. 

We left the vlUsge of Ad Junta on the foUowtng 

kfonday aud continued onr march of courjuest. 
We traveresod about six miles aud were com- 
pelled to desist, from shser ezhanstlon, so we 
went into camp at a nameless town. We re- 
mained there three or four days. Here I was 
flnt Introduced to the principal food of tbeaa- 
tivei that Inhabit the mountains. They call it 
the plantom, but it Is no more than batmuas not 
ripuued. After being roasted they taste similar 
to a roasted potato, and when they are wall 
seasoned, with cod flib on the side, they make a 
very palatable dish to a soldier. 

After leaving our last camping place vre pro- 
cesdod on out aMteh i the eoantrx giadnally be- 
came lower, and the houses and cultivated farms 
betokened wealthier aud a more prosperous oou- 
dltiou of the InhabitanU. The line of inarch 
was tbrouah a highly cultivated oountry— ba- 
uanM, oranges, mangos, tenons and cocanuti 
Ralore. and yon may be sure Uncle Sam's war- 
riors partook plentUnlly of nature's bountiful re- 
put. After a qaiek aaroh we arrived at the 
breast works of the city, which wa.s to be ours In 
a short while. The enemies, "the 8panlards," 
ooeapied a very eoumandlng position on the 

brow of a hill, Just overlooking the roail we were 
tu cume iu ou, and they were also entrenched in 
the Catholic Osmstory. To wtdststaad their po 
sitionin the cemetery more thoronghlv and in 
telllgentlr, I shall endeavor to give you a brief 
but accurate dUcripdon of the eonstmctlon of 
the burying ground. It Is surrounded by a wall 
ten feet high and about two-and-a-half feet 
thick: about three feet from the ground they bad 
drlUed port holes, from which their guns pro- 
truded. Above the port holes waa a platform 
bnllt all around the wall iu^i.ie. which Ik perfect 
ly square, so you see they were in a position to 
withstand an attdek. But the poor fellow* 
seemed to b,; distracted, and after we bad iraim/d 
the light uriiilerj ou thenj aud ftred a few vol- 
ley's, the white dac was seen to rise above the 
cross that oruameated the cemetery's tata, and 
In a few minutes we were domlded Inside the 
city's gau ^ and occupied the barnwke that were 
ouoe the pride of the Bpanlsh soUttets. On our 
entry into the eaptured city Uqoado, wo were 
welcome.! by the populace, who were loud and 
f^euerouti Iu their hurrahs for the oonqueron. 
Thus It was pictured to my eyes ami vividly the 
old saying "that uotiiliig .su. cceds like succeu," 
aud the thought struck me that the same throng 




would have shouted as lustily, and would have 
been as ezulumt bad the Bpanlaida been the vie- 
ton. 

The next day t>eiiig Saturday I )irocee<led to 
view the city, and everything that met my gase 
was of Interest, bat time and paper will not 
allow mc to give you a minute description of 
ever}-thiug, so I'll try and write of things that I 
think wtU most fntaiest jroo. Batwday is a 
half holiday on the island, and the natives from 
the surrounding mouutains came In droves to 
see the American army, aud iucidentally to buy 
their weeks supplies. The chief mode of travel 
is on horse-back, as the roads will not admit of 
any other travel. Thrown across the back of 
their mounts are baskets, one on each side and a 
saddle in the middle. Tho horses are osnally of 
the type of the .\mcricau broncho, ami travel 
quite rapidly. But 1 am disgresslng. As I weut 
throngh the oltjr the market place or pnbllc 
place greeted iny gaze, and 1 do not know of any 
thing or place that would be of more Interest to 
an American. The principal articles lor sale are 
fruit of all description, oigan, cigarettes, to- 
bacco, coooa, candy, codfish, cakes, pics, ana 
there aro other artleles too nanerons to men- 
tion. 

Overlooking the Flasa Is the old Cathedral, of 

uoble construction, built entirely of stone, the 
spires ascending so high that they seemed as it 
were contending with the high hlUs tor aseend- 
eucy. I do not think I ever witnessed a more Im- 
posing sight than that old majestic Cathedral. 
But the next day bolnt Snnday I attended ser- 
vices, and the beauty of the outside melted into 
Insigullicauce, wheu compared with the inside. 
Every plotnrs seesasd a aMsls^plaoe, and the al- 
tan wen marvels of beauty, resplendent with 
gold candtelabras and numerous candles. When 
he old organ pealed ont Its sweet notes, one 
seemed to think that by so«e magic he was 
transformed into a diflbrent being and a dlfler- 
eut laud : and uo matter what I may see, I shall 
never forget the Sunday 1 attended mass at 
Uqnado. 

The little fellows about Gerald's size go about 
the street crying their wares, some milk, some 
candy, eaeh one possssstng the adme swset voice. 
Sunday afternoon niy tent mate, Tom Kinney, 
and by the way quite a performer on the plauo, 
had the pisasnrs of spending a tow happy honn 
at the home of one of the leading citizens, who 
had two dark eyed senoritaa ; one of them speak- 
ing English very fluently. They played on the 
piano aud sang very nicely, and my friend and 
myself, he playing and I singing lyou know I 
could sing any old thing as there wsre not any 
critics present). 

The latest p^per we have here In camp is the 
2}rd of July, so you see we are not 4Ulto posted 
on what is going ou in the outside world. They 
say peace has been declared, bat we privates are 
a> iguorant In ISgafd to that as the most igno- 
raut native. They have transferred.ua trom the 
town to a large sugar plantation on the outside. 
We are now twenty miles from Saa Jnau and I 
guess we will start from there. The Seveuth 
Msssachnsetls and Bixtb nunois an oamped on 
fie other side of tu, so we ean see nothing but 
soldiers. As for yellow fever I do not thiak 
there is any ou the island. This Is the ralnysea- 
son, and will continue 'tU the ISth Septetsber. 
Write me a long tetter. Tell me all that has hap- 
pened since my departure. I cau claim my re 
lease as soon as war Is settled, and Irom present 
Indleatlona 1 shall be In the States by Thankfwlv< 
Ing, or at least Christmas. 1 will try to collect a 
few souveuln while 1 am here and will have my 
piotoies taken, that Is It trnotoiam toeto disposed 
to pay ns, as be kas not done so yet. There are 
many things I would like to write you about, 
but win have to refrain from as bmQ does not fo 
out but about ones a month, so I want yon to fst 
this as soon u possible. 

I passed Santiago ou the Cherokee and saw the 
wrecks of the Spanish war vessels. To say I am 
demented'ier Jolnint the armv. perhaps I am, 
but money could not repay me for what I have 
seen, aud if I return to the ritates in good health 
I will never regret my aotlon. Give my love to 
all. Tell Gerald I am thauliiui forfhls kind re- 
membrance. Remember me to Frauk Cady and 
all othan yen think would like to hear from me. 
Teli Blllie Maekey he would make a hit In Porto 
Rico. But he wonld have to sing out, "Mllko, 
mllko, dues centova." OIto my lore to all. I 
am aflMtlonately, Chabia E, Fitsobulo.

Washtuffton, Sept 2.— A wide Inves- 
tigation of suspicious bids under the 
last call for sabsoripttons to goYern- 
ment bonds haabeen completed by8olic< 

Itor O'Connell of the treasury depart- 
ment. The facts developed show a 
systematle scheme operated by alngle 
parties t» secure a large smount of 
the bonds. 

The reports indicate that millions 
of dollars in bonds were acquired by 
irregular means, and that a number of 
Kew York bidders are involved in the 
cases. 

This magr rssult in a retuwl to Issue 
the bonds In all cases found to have 
been Illegal. 

Secretary Gage said this investiga- 
tion shewed that a large amount of 
the bida offered were not bona fide, 
but that la none of the cases InYolYed 
in the tavestlgatlon had the bends 
been issued to the bidders. 

He said he had no doubt, howe\'cr, 
that in some instances, as yet imdis- 
coYwed, bonds bid for In a similar 
way unknowingly to the department 
had been issued.

The laet session of tlie Mason County 
loatitute was held Thursday inornin>(, 
iMRUming at 9 o'eiook. The bymna 
''TrartiiiR JfliuB" and "Wa'ie MarehiOR 
to Zio:i" were sung. The relifji us exer- 
cises were conducted by Mr. Thos. Uawes. 

Alter roll-call arithmetic waa takao up. 
It it oammooly aappoaad that arithmetic 
ia the most important study tauffht in 
oarerhoolH. Aa a means of developing 
tha reasoning powers, it was agreed that 
iiMBtal arithmatic ia tha moat important 
pbftM of tha general subject, and it is 
generally neglected in the public schools. 
A number of teachers took part in the 
diaooaaioB aad mad« many valai^la aog* 
gaationa. 

"To what extent oujjht objects be used 
in teaching arithmetic" provoked an earn- 
eat diacuaaion. The inatractor made the 
■■aartloa that prikiary oonoapta in pri* 
mary teaching moat be taught objective- 
ly. Many of the teachers agreed with 
him ; some think objecta are unnecesaary 
in primary jBitraollbn. 

▲afohowntay timaa a class ahould 
be taken over a subject, caused difference 
of opinion. Mr. Berry thinka the great- 
oat fanlt with oar pobllo oehoola lo lack 
of thnronghnoaa, and ho thtnka thia ia 
duo to the fact that a class is passed su- 
perficially over a subject too many times, 
instead of mastering the aubjeot the first 
time. The inatitataboartayagroed with 
thia idea advanced by Mr. Berry. 

The instructor was requested to tell the 
iostltate to what extent he would teach 
rolao. Ho would Uloatrato tiia principle 
of tbo rule by a problem ; then be would 
have the pupil learn the rule, or St least 
the substance of the rule.

It is geuersliy supposed that the 
Spanish volunteers in Cuba are th( 
most loyal supporters of Spaiiith au 
thority in th« island of Cuba. Tha 
their. loyalty is uot disinterested auy 
person *»nkmmr with the history of the 
force can nam doabt for a moment. 
They do not e?«l regard the regular 
Spanish trooM idth favor, only in so 
far as these rartfier their own selfish 
ends und contribute to their personal 
aggraudiEement.aud they have frequent 
ly resisted the supreme Spanish author 
ity in the island when his policy was 
not in aooordaaoa with their wlshea 

Knowing all this, it will not surprise 
any oue to hear that General Blanoo, 
the Spanish captain general of Cuba, 
liad a narrow escape from death recently 
at the hands of a racmlier of the volim 
teer farce. General Blanoo cannot be 
credited with leniency in dealing with 
the insurrectionists, bnt harsh aa Ida 
treatment of them has been it waa not 
suflBcieiitly so to suit the volunteers. 
They have been known in this country 
as "Weyler's pets." His regime of 
blood waa in their estimation an idea 
adminlatoation, and tliegr long tor him, 
or one equally tyrannical and omel 
again at the head of affairs. 

The reiHirtfd attempt to a.ssassinate 
General Blanco and u tlireatened mas 
saore of the Cubans by the volunteers 
call attention to this peculiar body, of 
whom so much is 'heard, bnt so littl 
known. Many people^ on reading of the 
threat of the rolonteers, woald suppose 
that it was aimed at the reconconfrados 
A better knowledge of tho vfjlunteer.s: 
will indicate that their wrath is nmre 
likely to be directed against the Cuban 
born autonomists. Tiieae liave been loy 
al to the Spanish government, bnt are 
suspected of not being strongly opposed 
to the formation of a republic, in which 
they would wield a strong influence. It 
i.s al.so evident that tho autonomists 
would benefit greatly if the island were 
captured aud retained by the United 
States, and they are anspeoted of being 
more than willing to aee aneb a ooorse 
taken.

volunteers had no political power and 
were at the mercy of the captains gen- 
eral, who could organize or dissolve the 
force without fear of exposing them 
selves to trouble of any kind Bnt cir- 
oomstanoea changed and the volnnteers 
became the real masters of Onba. The 
first step iu this direction wa.'i taken by 
Captain General Roucali, who, in Au 
gust, 1849, asked tho Madrid govern 
luent for authority "to arm 80,000 
p<-ninsular volunteers, peninsnlars only, 
because," he explained, "I have not 
enough confidence in the natives of this 
island to trust them with arms. " Ron- 
cali's petition was granted, luid since 
then fhn volunteers have receive<l such 
ucci'.si^ionsof power that they practically 
dictate the policy of the home govern- 
ment in Onba. They IwTa oompaUad 
tlM recall of many govemola. 

In order to encourage Spaniards to go 
to Cuba aud to keep them loyal special 
privileges were given them. A volun- 
teer is relieved of all other military 
duty and is only liable for service iu 
his own city. If he is arrested on any 
charge, grava or trfSiag, ha la hot sent 
to the ordinary prison, but is turned 
over to the military authorities, his 
own frieud.s. Almost every Spaniard is 
a volunteer, and all the judges are 
Spaniards and volunteers. So thevolun 
teer is tried before one of his brotiiers 
in arms. If the case be one between a 
Cuban and a Tdnntaai; tha itotoataer al- 
ways wins. 

During tht« war tho volunteers have 
been allowed to go ont into the country 
and "iiud" all the cattle Uld other 
property which waa neoeaaarily left be- 
hind by the reooiMNBtradoa whan they 
were driven into the cities. Tlia Tolnn- 
teers are made up of the dock laborers, 
teamsters, clerks, small retailers aud 
those who live by their wits. The offi- 
cers are wealthy Spaniards, as it ooats 
money to be an officer. The vohnitaars 
receive no pay, and the expanaa of 
maintaining the organteHoB If aiat bj 
oontribntions of the oOeiM. " ' 

The volunteers have often refused to 
obey orders from Madrid. They perpe- 
trated tlie massaoraa in the Teatro de 
ViUanMTi aod El hwYigt i% 1870.
